U.S. Subsidies to Business Men 
Are Twice Those to Farmers 


Two of Secretary of Treasury Humphrey’s 
Former Firms Get Large Tax Write- 


Offs—So Do Others.

Highest subsidy is paid to 
veterans in the form of bonuses 
and hospitalization, totaling 84. 
214,000,000 in 1953. 

The subsidy paid to business 
men is about twice as much as 
that paid to farmers. Farmers 
got $523,000,000 for soil con- 
servation, price supports and 
other Government help in 1953. 
Business men got $1,216,000,000. 

This aid to business, incident- 
ally, was not to small business. 

Humphrey Got Write-Off. 

Here, for instance, are some 

of the subsidies big business has 
been able to obtain. 
The M. A. Hanna Co., one of 
the biggest iron and steel hold- 
ing companies in the United 
States, largely owned and oper- 
ated by George Humphrey 
before he became Secretary of 
the Treasury, got more than 
$22,009,000 in tax subsidies just 
a few weeks before he entered 
the cabinet. 


The Hanna Coal & Ore Co., 
one of his subsidiaries, got a 75 

r cent depreciation on an $11,- 
45,000 iron-ore investment in 
Minnesota and another 70 per 
cent tax write-off on a $22,000,- 
000 nickel plant in Oregon. 

The two plants were permit- 
ted to depreciate 70 and 75 per 
cent of their value in five years 
instead of about 25 years. These 
tax write-offs . were rushed 
through in the last few weeks 
of the Truman Administration 
so Humphrey's company would 
not be embarrassed by asking 
for them after he became Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. 

The new tax bill gives the 
same kind of quick depreciation 
tax write-offs to other types of 
big busihess. Randolph Paul, 
former general counsel of the 
Treasury and author of “Taxa- 
tion in the United States,” has

The big utility companies 
spend an average of $500,000 a 
year on their lobby to influence 
Congress.

One utility combine, Dixon- 
Yates, has just put across by 
special order of President Eisen- 
hower a 25-year contract with 
the Atom Energy Commission 
despite the opposition of a ma- 
jority of AEC commissioners.

Airlines Aided. 

Here are some of the other 
subsidies to business to which 
the United States budget refers 
when it shows that business an- 
nually gets about twice the sub- 
sidy given to farmers: 

Certain airlines get between 
$70,000,000 and $95,000,000 an- 
nually for carrying the mail. 
On top of this, the taxpayers 
have paid for radar, lighting 
beacons and other safety aids 
for the airlines totaling $21,- 
361.040 in. 1951, $13,007,035 in 
1952, and $7,000,000 in 1953. 
Taxpayers also paid $73,931,733 
for personnel to operate these 
safety aids in 1951, plus $80,-

A cease-fire based on partition would be ac- 
ce by many Americans only with the deep- 
est regret. Partition is never a good solution to 
an international problem, as is obvious in Ger- 
many and Korea.

The military situation in Indochina is what 
it was in Korea—neither side can win a complete 
victory without expanding the war. The 
American. people have spoken clearly against 
expanding the war. American policy therefore 
should be to get as decent a cease-fire as pos- 
sible, and then to look toward securing the rest 
of Southeast Asia from future. assault. 

These realities may well dictaté acceptance of 
a partition settlement. If that is what President 
‘Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles have decided 
to do, they art entitled to the fullest public 
support—most of all from their own party in 
the Senate and House. They are entitled to a 
sense of responsibility and a decent restraint 
on the part of trigger-happy orators who may 
be tempted to cry “sellout” or “Munich.” 

With all its faults, a cease-fire based on 
partition would at least end the fighting in 
Indochina—and that is something which the 
whole world should desire. If it would mark 
some gain for Communism, still the gain thus 
marked would be one which Communist military 
power has already achieved, and which could 
not be erased without a greater war. The free 
world, meanwhile, would receive some offsetting 
gains of its own from a cease-fire, one being time 
in which to organize the defenses of Southeast 
Asia. 

The great objective is peace. President Elsen- 
hower and Secretary Dulles should be sustained, 
not attacked, if they decide to make the neces- 
sary agreements to achieve it.
